these occur. The explanation, aside 
from the total depravity of inanimate 
things, can readily be given. In fact, 
_ the wonder grows that such mistakes do 
- not far oftener occur. 
Immediately before a written article 
is given to compositors to be “‘set,” the 
“copy,” as the manuscript is termed by 
| pointe, ‘is scissored into ‘‘takes,” or 
portions of ten or twenty lines. Some- 
times slight attention is paid to the 
paragraphing and the punctuation of 
the written page when the article is 
thus cut up, and, consequently, the last 
line of a “take” may often end in the 
middle of asentence. When such is the 
ease the “take” is said to “end even.” 
After a manuscript is cut up the 
“takes” are commonly put on a copy 
hook, and indicated by a letter of the 
alphabet, followed by consecutive 
figures. For instance, -the editorial 
which brought such consternation to the 
-student-editor was cut up into three 
“takes,” indicated as E 1, E2 and E 8. 


The first ‘‘ended even” with the word | 


‘‘as,” and the second “began even” 
with the words ‘‘padding for a dinner 
y-” The compositor who took from 
the hook the first ‘“‘take” set it ac- 
cording to copy, while the compositor 
who took the second “take” made the 
error (a very common one) of mistaking 
a for u, and so converted ‘‘padding” into 
“pudding.” $§.The ‘first compositor 
finished his “take” quickly, and a proof 
of it was immediately read by the 
proof-reader. The other compositor 
was slow, and did not finish his ‘‘take” 
until several minutes after compositor 
No. 1 had finished his. In the mean- 
time, the proof-reader, having been 
| cgtatist with portant and pressing 
statistics, had forgotten the exact end- 
ing ofE1. Seeing that E 2 began with 
‘pudding fogadinner party,” and be- 
lieving that pudding was proper and de- 
sirable at a dinner party, hé did not de- 
tect the compositor’s error. This error, 
in fact, should have been detected by the 
*copy-holder,” or person who followed 
with his eye the wording in the ‘‘copy,” 
as the proof-reader read aloud from the 
proof; but in this case, the ‘‘copy- 
holder,” duplicating the mistake of the 
compositor, also mistook a for wu. 
A similar mistake was made in the 
case of the scheming villain who ‘“‘fired 
three ballets into himself’—with the 


' exception that uw was mistaken for a. 


The first “take” ‘‘ended even” with the 
word “three,” and the next ‘“‘began 
even” with “bullets” The compositor 
who set the second ‘‘take” subsequent- 
ly observed that he didn’t haye time to 
make sense of the ‘“‘take,” and thought 
that he had done his duty in following

The same editor who experienced the

subsequently wrote, in reporting an 
evening address by Chauncey M. Depew, 
the sentence: ‘‘We do not thus sully our 
arms.”

tants of Greenland, some of whom, 
he mised, came originally from 
North America, he divided them into 
two classes, civilized and uncivilized, 
exhibited a specimen of their pictur- 
esque costumes and described their cus- 
toms and mode of life.

He had seen a strapping little fellow 
eating bread, standing by his mother’s 
lap and taking fluid from the maternal 
fount. Young girls very often got 
small knives and learned how to pre- 
pare skins. This was very important to 
the young women, as they had to man- 
age the cutting of the skins. The 
young boys were also taught to catch 
seals. There were, of course, weak 
children, deformed ones, and those who 
lost their mothers. ‘These were usually 
thrown outside of the house or into the 
sea. This was, of course, a very good 


‘arrangement, butrathercruel from thei! 


point of view. This practice was, in. 
dulged in in order to get as strong boys 
and children as possible. Hospitality 
in Greenland was greater than anywhere 
else.-—Edinburgh Scotsman.
